Mr. Rogers had his address punc- 
tuated with applause as he reviewed 
the record of the Liberal government 
at Ottawa and sgid that that admin- 
istration had tackled the problems of 
trade and unemployment with a vigor 
and vision that bespoke its awareness 
of national needs. 


Pointing out that when the Liberal 
party came to office in 1935, trade 
had contracted to ominous limits, 
Hon. Mr. Rogers said that revival of 
this trade was essential to the return 
of healthy economic conditions to 
Canada. 

Other political parties had repeat- 
edly affirmed their belief that condi- 
tions in the modern world, in which 
policies of trade exclusion were deem- 
ed the pillar of national prosperity, 
made it impossible for revival of 
trade to take place. 


Under the leadership of Rt. Hon. 
William Lyon Mackenzie King, leader 
of the Liberal party, the Liberal gov- 
ernment at Ottawa had succeeded in 
doing what other parties had said 
could not be done and had effected 
this improved condition in external 
trade for the Dominion, Mr, Rogers 

Effect of these improved trade con- 
ditions, he added, were refiected in 
the amount of employed people in 
Canada, and the reduction of unem- 
ployment. 

Prosperity of the west, ‘the minister 
stressed, must always. be considered 
an indispensable preliminary to the 
welfare of Canada as a whole. Mr. 
Rogers reviewed government meas- 
ures in relation to trade which had 
had a beneficial influence upon west- 

ern agriculture. 


‘Lauding the judgment of Prime 
Minister King, Mr. Rogers said that 
the premier’s counsel was held “in 
high regard not only at Ottawa but 
throughout the British Common- 
wealth of Nations,” and praised the 
initiative he has shown in negotiating 
the Canadian-United States trade 
pact. 

Other speakers at the public meet- 
ing were H. A. Dyde, K.C., Edmonton; 
Mrs. J,.P. Ferguson, Trochu, presi- 
dent of the Alberta Women's Liberal 
Association (who organized a branch 
of the association here) and the 
party's nominee, who thanked the 
convention for its confidence and 
pledged to work untiringly to carry 
the seat for the Liberal party.

Upwards of 2,000 will be taken 
from the herd of more than 6,000 in 
the park, and this will increase the 
grand total of animals slain in this 
way in the National Park to over

The Royal Gochiiitenlon inquiring 
into the costs of fuel oil and gasoline 
in Alberta, has adjourned until De- 


‘cember 6. It is endeavoring to con- 


sider the interests of operators, pro- 
ducers ‘and retailers. The Commis- 
sion includes Mr. Justice McGillivray 
and Mayor Lipsett of Ordley, Alberta, 
coal marketing expert. J. J. Frawley 
is crown counsel, assisted by Fred 
Cuttle, of the Alberta Gas and Oil 
Conservation Board. 

In the early stages, Mr. Frawley 
stated his belief that excessive mar- 
keting costs rather than excess pro- 
fits were responsible for high gas 
prices in Alberta. 

It is proposed to investigate every 
angle of cost from the time the gas 
leaves the refinery till it reaches the 
consumer. ~ 


There seems, said Mr. Frawley, to 
be a duplication of services. 

In the province of Alberta, there 
are 920 wholesale gasoline distribu- 
tors. Of the total, 283 are control- 
led by the Imperial Oil Company, 209 
by the British American Oil Company 
127 by the Great West Distributors, 
85 by the North Star Oil Company, 
96 by the Maple Leaf Petroleum Ltd. 
and the remainder by smaller com- 
panies. 


With reference to gallonage distrib- 
ution it was stated that the Imperial 
Oil Co. Ltd., distributed 47.5. percent 
of the total gas consumption of the 
province. This was done through 
their own marketing agency and 
other companies either subsidiary or 
holding jobbing contracts. All the 
gas sold by Maple Leaf Petroleums 
Ltd., McColl Frontenac Oil Co., Union 
Oil Co. of Canada and Canada Oil Co. 
Ltd. is bought from Imperial Oil com- 
pany. 

‘The B.A. Oil Co. is next in line with 
27 percent with its own marketing or- 
ganization. It also supplies Great 
West Distributors Ltd. It controls 
127 wholesale outlets. 

“THe” Texas Co. of Canada Ltd., he 
said, markets 13.5 per cent of the to- 
tal gallonage, practically all of which 
is imported from Montana. 

Discugsing the retail end, Mr. Fraw- 
ley said there was 2,020 gas retailers 
and 90.16 per cent of them were sup- 
plied with gas by 12 companies. He 
said 54 per cent of the total gallonage 
was supplied by two major oil com- 
panies. 

Dealing with price spread between 
wholesaler and retailer, it was said 
that the tank wagon price to service 
stations in Calgary was 16.5 cents 
per gallon. If the operator dealt ex- 
clusively with one company the price 
to him was 15.5 cents. In Calgary 
the spread between tank wagon and 
retail price was 3.5 cents and in cases 
where the service station was only 
paying 15.5 cents the spread was 4 
cents. This spread varied in other 
parts of the province, being as high 
as 6.5 cents in Pincher Creek. 

Dealing with sale of Ethyl gas Mr. 
Frawley said the Ethyl Corporation 
Ltd., controlled sale of tetra-ethyl 
lead used in manufacture. 

Mr. Frawley explained that the 
tetra-ethly-lead cannot be used ex- 
cept under license issued by the com- 
pany, which, in his opinion, consti- 
tuted 4 measure of control over the 
gasoline industry in Alberta. 

A. L. Smith, counsel for Alberta 
Petroleums Ass’n; H. G. Nolan for 
Imperial Oil; Eric Harvie for B.A., 
offered to do all in their power to fa- 
cilitate the work of the commission. 

A. L. Smith stated that the huge 
outlay in proving Turner Valley has 
not yet begun to be returned at all, 
and the history of costs of exploita- 
tion of Turner Valley would take 
some time to prepare. 

Alberta was third among the prov- 
inces of Canada in gas consumption 
he said, consuming 75,166,000 gallons 
in 1937 and 382,101,000 gallons in the 
first six months of 1988.

If any aeronautical expert can de- 
monstrate an aircraft which will bet- 
ter 650 miles an hour, A. E. Parker, 
contributor to Flight, the official or- 
gan of the Royal Aero Club, would 
like to meet him. The English writer 
claims no aircraft will ever be able 
to fly faster than the 650 mark and 
deduces the statement from an elab- 
orate mathematical calculation, at the 
Same time asking for opinions of 
other contributors. . 

He bases his calculation on the ac- 
tion of an airscrew on the air through 
which it propels the airplane. He 
argues that the pressure of the air in 
front of the airscrew is less than the 
normai atmospheric pressure, and 
hence that ‘an airplane as it flies is 
preceded by a wave of reduced press- 
He then uses mathematics to prove 
that the maximum speed with which 
a wave of pressure can travel through

Dear Sir,—Permit me through the 
médium of your excellent paper to 
protest against .the undemocratic 
manner employed by the Department 
|of Education in the inauguration of 
the new Educational Scheme. 

I doubt if any school board (much 
less a majority) could have been 
found to sign a petition asking © for 
the change. 

However, the thing is here now and 
further opposition will hurt our 
children more than the Department. 
All we can do is: Carefully consoli- 
date our position with a view to re- 
taining what little control we still 
have under the Act. 

Unless we are vigilant, we shall 
\find our lands burdened by a load of 
\fresh debt and heavy taxation, and 
|Heaven knows taxes are high enough 
now. The Act allows’ the Divisional 
Board to float debentures not exceed- 
ing $20,000.00 a year without plebis- 
cite, it requires no special foresight 
to envision a situation where local 
pride or professional enthusiasm 
might cause high schools to be erect- 
ed at the expense of the Division, 
which may not provide equal oppor- 
tunity for all of our .young people. 
It is not and never was a question of 
high school facilities but of providing 
the $20 or $25 Per month for ex- 
penses. 

Another weakness is in the hiring of 
teachers under the new _ scheme, 
The teacher is entirely at the mercy 
of the inspector whose opinion is bas- 
ed on one or two short visits per year. 
At our convention last August the lo- 
cal inspector admitted that industry 
and general good character were of 
more impbrtariée than professional 
skill. Surely we, who live and work 
with a teacher for months, or even 
years, are better able to judge of 
these qualities than the most expert 
technician. 

In the literature and addresses 
coming from the Department last 
year the economy angle was greatly 
stressed, but I cannot see how the 
administration will be cheaper. The 
secretary’s office will cost something 
and, unless our divisional board in- 
sists on a central location the mileage 
of its members will be considerable in 
addition to their fees. 

How any fair person can expect the 
local secretary to serve without pay 
is beyond me. I have studied the 
Act and I find that the local board 
is still responsible for dll the mean 
and unpleasant little jobs, in addition 
to conducting any plebiscite or elec- 
tion which the Divisional Board may 
find necessary. 

There are many other things I 
could point out but space does not 
permit. May I close by urging all 
ratepayers, and especially all trus- 
tees, to read the Act and take such 
steps as they may deem wise to pro- 
tect themselves. But do it now.

Pumpkin Rennet-Custard 

‘1 package lemon or orange ren- 
net powder 

1 pint milk 

% cup canned pumpkin 

1 tablespoon brown sugar 

4 teaspoon cinnamon 

y% teaspoon ginger 

Set out individual dessert glasses. 
Warm milk with pumpkin, sugar and 
spices until lukewarm—not hot. A 
few drops of the mixture on the insidg 
of the wrist should feel comfortably 
warm. Remove from stove. Add 
renent powder. Stir immediately and 
briskly not more than one minute. 
Pour at ohce into dessert dishes. Let 
set until firm—about 10 minutes. 
Then chill in refrigerator. When 
ready. to serve top with slightly 
sweetened flavored whipped cream, if 
desired. 

Blueberry Rennet-Custard 
1 package vanilla rennet 
powder 
1 pint milk 
1 cup fresh blueberries 
. Wash and drain blueberries, being 
careful not to break the skins. Divide 
the blueberries among 6 _ dessert 
dishes (leaving some of the blueber- 
ries for a garnish). Make rennet- 
custard according to directions on the 
package. Pour at once over blue- 
berries. Let set until firm—about 10 
minutes. Then chill in refrigerator. 
Garnish renent-custards with the re- 
maining blueberries.

4 teaspoon salt 
\% teaspoon pepper. 

Rub Limas through a coarse strain- 
ler. Add ham, chili sauce, eggs, pep- 
per, salt, minced onion, butter and 
cracker crumbs Shape into a loaf, 
place in a buttered pan in a moderate 
over (360° F.) and bake for 30 min- 
utes, basting occasionally with the 
melted butter. Serve with brown 
gravy. 

Creamed Limas and Asparagus Tips 
2 cups cooked, dried Limas 
2 cups canned asparagus tips 
1¥%, cups medium white sauce 
14 cup grated cheese 

Prepare white sauce in a double 
boiler. When cooked, add Limas, as- 
paragus tips and cheese. Cook until 
thoroughly heated, about 15 minutes, 
then serve over toast points or in 
ramekins or patty shells.
